At 8:00 pm, the board met with Town Counsel 
Daniel C. Perry concerning proposed land takings for the 
bike path. At the May 2001 Town Meeting, it was ap- 
proved by the voters for the taking of parcels of land from 
the Fairhaven town line to Depot Street and that money 
be appropriated for this based on appraisals.

Meeting floor?''' Chairman Bryant said. "So it's really a 
logistical meeting." 

"We anticipate having eight zoning by-laws on 
the Town Meeting warrant," said Planning Board member 
David Hirschburg.

book at the Police Department. 

'1 spoke to the dispatcher (who assigned it) ... 
when I asked her for an explanation of what happened, 
she said she called him and paged him/' said Chief 
Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien. ''Other than that, I don't know 
why (Officer Small) didn't get called." 

"I don't have anything against the dispatchers 
who are calling the list, but when I get bypassed it costs 
me money," Officer Small said. "It doesn't happen all the 
time, but it has happened to me several times when I've 
checked the list. I generally don't check it unless I have a 
feeling I've missed a detail." 

Officer Small suggested a similar procedure be 
adopted for detail assignments as is done for overtime: 
that the officers fill out a "call form" for detail assign- 
ments. 

"As far as dealing with the grievance, I'd just 
make a motion that we put him to the top of the list so the 
next detail is his," Selectman Parker said. "I'd refer this to 
the police officers and let them handle it. With dispatch, 
there's obviously a lot more going on ... a lot more distrac- 
tions. Obviously, there is less problems when (the police) 
are doing this for their overtime."

Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and 
Deshaies, LLP, have previously represented Mr. Lawrence 
on this matter and are precluded from consideration. 

• Received a letter from Charles W. Sanderson of 
Clapp Road who is interested in serving on the Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School's 
Designer Selection Committee. 

• Received a memo from former Acting Police 
Chief Allan R. Offringa who noticed a truck which was 
siphoning water from Snipatuit Pond during a routine 
patrol on December 19, 2002. Mr. Offinga was told by the 
truckers, who work for Cummings Drilling Company, Inc. 
of West Boylston, that they come to the location to ''tank 
up" with water whenever in the area installing wells. 
"They further stated that they come to this location ... 
because there are no regulations like some of the towns in 
the area preventing their taking of water," Mr. Offringa 
wrote. 

The board agreed to look into this matter further

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before Fd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

Fve always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain ''bird ori- 
ented'' and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

Bowling for Columbine, With Michael Moore, 
Charlton Heston, and Marilyn Manson. Directed by 
Michael Moore. Running time: 119 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. At Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Why is it, wonders Michael Moore in his lacerating 
documentary Bowling for Columbine, that America leads the world 
in the number of gun killings? Surely it can't be our pop culture 
(violent movies, video games, heavy metal) — we make sure 
other countries get the same junk, and it doesn't make Japanese 
or French kids snoot anyone. Broken homes? Well, Great Britain 
has us beat in that department. Unemployment? Though nowhere 
near rosy, we're sitting comparatively pretty as opposed to other 
first-world nations. Guns? Could it be? Well, a surprised Moore 
discovers that our neighbors to the north have seven million 

funs, yet not only do Canadians not shoot each other — they 
ardly even lock their doors. 

Bowling for Columbine (the title refers to the bowling class that 
Columbine killers Dylan Klebold and Eric Harris attended the 
morning of April 20, 1999, and may also be a metaphor for 
America's set-' em-up-knock-' em-down mentality) is an inquiry 
into why we appear to be a nation of destructive sociopaths. It 
could not come at a better time, when our (s)elected president 
obviously itches to go to war to settle his daddy's score no matter 
what anyone else says, and when American belligerence and fear 
are at a pitch probably not seen since the Red Scare of the '50s. 
And there's your answer right there: Hostility and paranoia, says 
Moore, are a toxic cocktail flooding the veins of the country and 
triggering the fight-or-flight reflex endlessly. The most invincible 
power in the world is afraid of its own shadow. 

And that shadow is dark, long and bloody. Moore inserts, to 
the tune of Louis Armstrong's "What a Wonderful World," a 
mini-history lesson on the offenses America has committed, right 
up to bankrolling the very people (Saddam, Osama) we've now 
adopted as boogeymen (it ends with a sobering, unblinking view 
of the plane hitting the second tower, the defining moment of the 
new national mood). He also shows us an irreverent short film by 
South Park malcontents Trey Parker and Matt Stone (Moore 
interviews the latter) on the history of the United States as a string 
of overreactive jitters. Maybe America sleeps the troubled sleep 
of a schoolyara bully who knows his reign of aggression and 
ignorance can't last. 




when it's not serious, BFC is often a knee-slapper, in Moore's 
familiar can-you-believe-what-you-just-heard ironic style. 
Camper Van Beethoven's absurdist "Talce the Skinheads Bowling" 
under the opening titles sets the tone. Moore gets his usual 
mileage out of sneak-attack tactics, undeniably unfair but effective. 
A good part of the film's third act deals with Moore's response to 
the school shooting of one six-year-old by another, near Moore's 
hometown of Flint, Michigan. The mother of the young shooter 
worked in Dick Clark's chain restaurant; Moore tries and fails to 

fet Clark to comment on why the mother was so overworked she 
ad no way of knowing that her son had gotten his uncle's gun. 
When Charlton Heston brings a pro-gun NRA rally to Flint days 
after the shooting (just as he did near Littleton ten days after 
Columbine), Moore wants to know why; Heston has no answer. 

Moore doesn't really, either. Bowling for Columbine isn't 
nearly as populist-righteous as his earlier broadsides against 
corporate swine Roger & Me and The Big One, or his bestselling 
book Stupid White Men. For all its gallows humor and choked 
laughter of disbelief, it feels rather soul-sick and bewildered. The 
voices of sanity are few and far between — and, in the case of 
Marilyn Manson, unlikely (he won points with me when, asked 
what he would say to the kids of Columbine, he says "I wouldn't 
have a single thing to say. I'd just listen to them — because 
nobody else was"). Towards the end there's a victory of sorts: 
Moore and two kids who still have bullets from the Columbine 
shooting in their bodies — Mark Taylor, who has trouble walking, 
and Richard Castaldo, who's in a wheelchair — go to K-mart, the 
source of the killers' 9mm bullets, and ask them to stop selling 
them. After some runaround, K-mart actually agrees, to the 
visible surprise of Moore. But it's a pyrrhic victory: the kids still 
carry that metal around, and thirteen others carried it to their 
graves. Bowling for Columbine is not so much a rallying cry as a call 
for sense, stability, sanity. We can only hope that someday the 
film will seem very dated and quaint. Right now, it doesn't.

As much as I appreciate and encourage the free ex- 
pression of opinions, when it comes to small-town politics 
— especially the goings-on in our little tri-town corner of 
the world — there always seems to be a vocal group of 
naysayers who, for reasons all their own, want to rain on 
someone else's parade. You can be a devoted family per- 
son and dedicated public servant just shy of Mother 
Theresa, and yet they'll still find something to nitpick and 
complain about in the coffee shops, restaurants and those 
infamous ''wind tunnels" where more than a little hot air 
gets blown off everyday 

The latest bout of rumor-mongering, surprisingly, 
comes to us from the usually-quiet 'burb of Rochester in 
the immediate aftermath of the town's recent appointment 
of former Mattapoisett Police Sergeant Paul H. Magee to 
the position of Police Chief. Since the Board of Selectmen 
announced their choice after a series of final interviews 
just before the holidays, there have been detractors who 
claim the search process to find a replacement for retiring 
Police Chief William Przybylek was "tainted" from the 
outset and that Chief Magee — who signed a contract with 
the town and was sworn in this past Monday — was 
"hand-picked" by Town Administrator James Huntoon for 
the job. And what about the conflict of interest in that Paul 
Magee is a relative of Mr. Huntoon? (A "fact" which came as 
news to both Mr. Huntoon and Chief Magee). 

Sometimes I think town officials are damned if they 
do, damned if they don't when it comes to making high- 
profile appointments to public safety positions. They are 
bound by law to conduct nationwide searches for replace- 
ments, and yet if they chose someone based solely on cre- 
dentials and experience, they are roundly criticized for not 
promoting from within and giving someone who already 
works for the department a chance to excel. Promote a lo- 
cal, and they are accused of nepotism and "hand-picking" 
a successor, thereby rendering the search process a sham. 

Those with short-term memories may have forgotten 
that both Mattapoisett and Marion have previously ap- 
pointed new Police Chiefs from within their department's 
ranks — and I think the appointment of Paul Magee as 
Rochester's new Police Chief is in that same tri-town tra- 
dition. Both Marion's Chief Lincoln Miller (a lifelong 
Marion resident and graduate of Tabor Academy who was 




appointed chief in 2000) and Mattapoisett' s Chief Mary 
Lyons (who was first appointed to the Police Department 
in 1985 and has lived here for some 20 years) not only had 
extensive experience with their respective departments, but 
also deep-seated roots in the community which made them 
even more appealing to town officials. 

"The advantage of promoting from within is they have 
community experience," agreed Chief Mary Lyons. "I'm 
thrilled (Chief Magee) got that position. I think it's great 
for the tri-town area (and) I'm hoping everyone in Roch- 
ester will give him the chance to prove what he can do." 

"I think (Chief Magee) has a good sense of the area, he 
knows the area well and he knows the (tri-town) depart- 
ments," added Chief Lincoln Miller. 

At the risk of bursting the naysayers' bubble, I have to 
agree that there's a certain symmetry and "local logic," if 
you will, in having the three tri-town police departments 
in the capable hands of those who have experienced the 
bulk of their careers right here in Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester. That Chief Miller, Chief Lyons and now Chief 
Magee are all around the same age, have followed similar 
career paths, and have an established working rapport with 
each other can only benefit the tri-town area. And let's face 
it: an overqualified big city cop can't apply the same ad- 
ministrative approach to a small town like Rochester. 

To be sure, Marion and Mattapoisett have benefited 
from their recent choices — which were also made after 
extensive national searches — and now it's Rochester's 
turn to shine. Those who claim otherwise are just blowing 
off a lot of hot air.

Registered Mail is designed to provide maximum 
security for valuable mailed items. Articles are secured 
and signed for at each postal stop, and insurance up to 
$25,000 is included.

Weight: Not more than 70 pounds.
